Nope of these functions is impaired 
when the cerebral hemispbeies of the brain ara

Ihe brain, as the organ of mind, can utilize

And—a housewifely value of which most 
cooks are ignorant—the flowers w«rk 
well into salads, are piquant in sand- 
wiches, garnish gorgeous y, and, in,run- 
ning to- seed, supply imitation, capera. 
when pickled. Whatever else..you .omit, 
plant an abundance cf my nasturtiums. 
You may have .started the, seeds •• in 
house boxes. Do not transplant these 


or anything else until the earth Is w..rm. 
Nothing is gained by setting roots or 
seeds in cold soil. I found that out for 
myself long ago by seeing a German 
gardener thrust his'midcHo finger down 
into the brown, soft mould of my pre- 
pared flower garden and shake his head 
negatively. 
"Not sunwarm yet!" he grunted. "She 


is no .good for a. -week!" 


ELANTINGr SWEET PEAS 


Sweet peas—the darlings among climb- 


ers—are an exception. The seed should 
be buried four inches deep in April in 
the Middle States. Select several colors 
and give them ri- 
soil. They hold on 


in beauty and fragrance until frost if. 
kept free of weeds and watered in dry 
' cpells. 
In planting-.your parterre, the English 


plan of massing c"lors. is far prefer- 
able to the fantastic contrasts affected 
by,American florists. Avoid, also, the 
appearance of "patchiness" consequent 
Upon too small masses of color. Your 
borders are Hong, to suit the shape of 
the .yard.and the exigency of the central 
drying-ground. 
Plant,' therefore, in' 


'rows. At the back of one border set 
coreopsis. They will come up In bril- 
liant array year after year, undismayed 
by "time, and seasons.

Give, I pray you, a goodly place to 


asters. They hold their own against 
discouragements of divers sorts arid 
como, Into vlfid bloom when «arlier 
plants are on the wane. 


Do not fail to plant a row of mig- 


nonette. It Is not showy, but no dower 
rivals it in exquisitely delicious and per- 
vssivc .fragrance. 


I have not recommended roses for the 


backyard parterre. 
They require in- 


telligent care; they take up much room, 
and unless hardy they must be brought 
Into the house in winter. Moreover, 
the hardy kinds Woom but once a sea- 
son. .After that they are mere shrub- 
bery, and shrubbery is not suitable for 
a city backyard. It is bristly in winter 
and scrubby for the greater part of the 
summer. 
Moreover, unless you own 


your own house, you are planting and 
cultivating for the next tenant in set- 
ting out perennial shrubs. 


Whether you have a fountain or not. 


manage to have a flexible hose attached 
to a hydrant or pipe in.a corner of the 
yard, that you may wash dust from 
plants and Irrigate the earth at pleasure. 
Dust and drought are the most danger- 
ous enemies of city gardeners. If in- 
sects appear, dust the plants with white 
hellebore early in the day while they 
are wet with dew. 


In odd corners set violet roots. 
I 


have in mind a border of „single purple 
violets that are never out of bloom aft- 
er the spring opens until the snow flies.

To Reduce the. Hips 


AIRS. R. L.— The following exercise, 
if persevered with, will reducs flesh 
around the hips: First, raise the out- 
stretched arms above the head, the 
body retaining its 
erect position, 


then bend slowly forward from the 
waist, so that the fingers come as 
near touching the floor as possible, 
without straining In any way. This is 
done without bending the knees. In 
recovering position let the arms re- 
lax and sink 
down as the body 


straightens 
up. Second, with hands 


placed lightly on the hips, the fln- 
gers pointing- forward, let the body. 
drop forward easily, so that it is 
bent at the -waist. This must be done 
gently, as by jerking more harm than, 
good Is done. From this bent position 
roll the body round to the right, 
counting four_ for it to reach the po- 
sition of being bent over the side, 
then to the back,' being careful to do 
it very easily at first till the muscles 
have sallied strength, for an exag- 
geration of tho m'ovement may cause 
real pain. Then on to the left and 
back to the front. 
Practice again, 


only start toward the left. The waist 
acts as a pivot on which the trunk 
swings, and the head is easily re- 
laxed.

Heat orange- 
flower water; add it half a teaspoonful 
at a time, stirring the mixture quickly. 
Lift the jar out of the saucepan. Beat 
mixture. 
Heat and add oil of "sweet 


orange. Whisk cream until it Is cold. 
Put in pots and cover with parchment. 


For Pimples 


BRUNETTE—Your blood Is in a very 
bad condition, and before you can set 
rid of the pimples you must take med- 
icine to clear the blood. Meanwhile ap- 


ply this mixture to the pimples: Beta- 
naphtliol, five grains; oil of camomile, 
five drops; ointment of benzoinated ox- 
ide of zinc, one ounce. 


Here is the formula for a rouge which 


will give the cheeks a pink appearance: 
Carmine, thirty grains; ammonia water, 
one fluid ounce; rosewater, four fluid 
ounces; spirit of rose, one fluid ounce. 


Lotion for Oily, Damp Hair 
TOOTS—For greasy, moist hair tha 


following is an excellent dry lotion. 
If used daily, it tends to produce a 
crispy condition: Powdered bicarbonate 
of soda, one-fourth ounce; boratc of 
soda. ]>owdered. one-fourth ounce; eau 
de cologne, one fluid ounce; alcohol, 
two fluid ounces; distilled water, six- 
teen fluid ounces. 


Mix and agitate until solution is com- 


plete. 
Eyebrow and Eyelash Grower 
C. G. I.—I think this is the recipe to 


which you refer: Cologne, two and 
one-haH ounces; glycerine, one and 
one-half ounces; fluid extract of jab- 
orandi, two drams. 


Agitate, ingredients till thoroughly 


incorporated. Apply to the eyebrows 
with tile brush and to the lashes with 
a tiny camel's-hair paint brush. The 
brush must be freed from.any drop 
and passed lightly along the edge of 
the eyelids, exercising extreme care 
that no minute portion of the lotion 
touches the eye itself. 


Here is a recipe for a lotion which 


is excellent for cleansing the hair: 
Ea'u de cologne, one ounce; rectified 
spirits of wine, two ounces; aromatic 
spirits of ammonia, one ounce; water, 
four ounces; essence 
of bergamot, 


one-quarter ounce. Mix spirits, add 
water. Shake for flve minutes after 
bottling. 
You will find it very helpful when 
the feet are tender to wash them in 
cold water night and morning, rub- 
bing dry with a rough towel, after 
which mop on the following solution: 
.Salicylic acid, one-half ounce; alco- 
hol, four ounces. This is not only re- 
freshing, but will often prevent dis- 
agreeable perspiration.

Wearing bracelets, rings cr necklaces 
that are not frequently cleansed is ex- 
ercising as little care or personal mat- 
ters as Jf one did not .-wear fresh 


blouses and clean collars. All-jewelry 
needs cleansing, and it all needs ^fre- 
quently, although different kinds' are 
treated In. different ways. Diamonds 
should be carefully brushed with soap- 
Euds and then rinsed in cologne water 
or a 95 per cent. - solution of alcohol— . 
for both win -dry them ^quickly so that 
It wfll be unnecessary t» wipe toe jew- 


els, thereby avoiding the risk of pulling 
out the stones with loose threads In the 
toweling. Needless to say, in washing 
the softest brushes should be used. 
Gold - ornaments should be washeid In 
eoap and water and then rinsed with 
pure water. These, when dry may be 
polished with a chamois skin. 
.Jewelers' sawdust la invaluable In 


drying jewelry, for some stones must 
not be dipped Into alcohol. Place the 
sawdust in a bowl and shake the jowej 
well into it until it is completely dry. 
Opals -.should- be rubbed, with putty 
spread on a chamois. skin and moisten- 
ed. Then polish the stones with oow- 


dered chalk and wash with water and a 
soft brush. 


Amber may be repolished with pul-, 


verlzed chalk moistened with water. It 
Is then laid on a bit of flannel, rubbed 
with olive oil and dried on a soft pieca 
of woolen goods. 


Ivory, which becomes yellow, with age. 


may be whitened by a solution of per- 
oxide of hydrogen. Exposing it to the 
sunlight in a bath of spirits of turpen- 
tine is also excellent In effect. To 
cleanse ivory, rub bicarbonate of soda 
into it with a soft brush dipped in hot 
water.

Filigree silver ornaments aro perhaps 


the hardest things to keep clean, for 
they tarnish with exposure to air, fur- 
nace heat, gas—in fact, the mere wear- 
ing removes their brilliancy. Thero are 
several ways of washing these beautiful 
though perishable ornaments, and per- 
haps the best is the method where all 
rubbing is avoided. 
The ornament 


should first be rinsed In a weak potash 
water -and then soaked not longer than . 
flve minutes in a solution composed of 
one part salt, one of alum, two of salt- 
peter and four of, water. Rinse in cold 
water and dry on chamois. 


Another method, where so many in- 


gredients are unnecessary. Is to wash 
the filigree with a brush dipped In am- 
monia and soap. When done, rinse in 
boiling water and dry in sawdust. When 
in the jewel case, silver ornaments 
should .be wrapped in paper. 


Oxidized silver may be washed in a 


solution of sulphuric acid, one part to 
forty of water. Nickel may be kept 
bright by being rubbed with wool satu- 
rated in ammonia. 


In caring Jf or gold and-precious stones 


it will be quite sufficient' if they are 
frequently Dipped in a dish of bran and 
shaken around. This done at short In- 
tervals will save the trouble of compU- 
cateji.acid baths.

Perhaps you may be Interested to 
know just how a toy of this kind Is 
made. First, a large circle of white 


wood is cut and grooved to form the; 
outlines of the horse or dog or elephant, 
as the case may be. Then from this 
wheel Is sliced portions, Just as a loaf 
of bread Is sliced. 
The anlmaMs now 
produced In the rough. But "by care- 
fully smoothing and linishlng, and then. 
bv painting, your animal is soon' cora- 
p'leted. It may readily be seen that 
these toymakors become exceedingly 
skilful, inasmuch as each makes no 
more than one kind of animal.

Mystery About a Doc- 
tor Who Admires 
Isabelle Fletcher 


__ SAN FRANCISCO, May 16.-In the aftermath" of the 
Eepaiblican State Convention held at Sacramento last week pos- 
sibly nothing has attracted more attention and comment through- 
out the State than the defeat of General Harrison Gray Otis, of 
Los Angeles, for delegate-at-large-to the National convention. 
Otis -was one of the four selected by the Lincoln-Boosevelt League 
foo attack as the choice of the regular Eepublican organization. 
Prior to the abuse heaped upon Knight, Otis, de Young and 
Gillett, it is doubtful if they would have all been the flrst.choice 
of the Eepublican convention for delegates-at-large to the Na- 
tional convention. But the reactionaries made the issue and the 
regulars accepted it. Subsequently Judge Melvin was substi- 
tuted for Gillett and that made the Judge the successor, in a 
measure, to the opposition the leaguers had been presenting to 
the Governor. 


"When George A. Knight was elected chairman of the con* 


vention, defeating W. B. Davis, the candidate of the opposition, 
by a large majority, it seemed as though the four that Lad been 
selected to be the delegates-at-large of the regulars were sure of 
success. But it subsequently appeared that one of tho four— 
General Harrison Gray Otis—had been doomed to go down to 
defeat. I do not thinV that there was treachery on the part of 
the organization leaders in relation to the southern General, but 
there certainly was an evident lack of enthusiasm over his can- 
didacy. There did not appear to be anyone on the ground look- • 
ing out for the General's interests. That he, himself, was much 
interested was shown by the fact that he caused copies of an 
edition of Ms paper to be delivered to each delegate. This issue 
of the Los Angeles Times contained a long article on the rela- 
tions of capital and labor or some such thing and was written by 
a no less mighty pen than that wielded by General Otis himself. 
This paper also contained one of the General's most vigorous 
editorials. 


This publication was evidently Intended to overwhelm, to 


fairly hypnotize the delegates to the convention in the cause of 
the General's candidacy. That any of them ever found time to 
read the blue-penciled screeds in those busy convention times I 
much doubt. General Otis' candidacy seemed to stand on the 
fact that the opposition had selected him for special attack, and 
the article and editorial by Ms stub pen. The General or any one 
apparently authorized to repre<?ent him and speak and act in his 
behalf, did not appear at Sacramento during the convention. His,, -> 
editorial stood alone to make the fight and probably did the best 
it could under the circumstances. 


On the other hand, Judge Melvin and George Knight were 


both on the ground, and* two better single-handed campaigners 
probably do "not exist in California. Judge Melvin had also a 
company of the best politicians of Alameda county to present his 
claims. * Open headquarters were kept and many an uncommit- 
ted delegate became an ardent Melvin supporter after having 
been a guest of the Melvin band of cheerful workers, and partici- 
pated in their lavish hospitality. Knight moved about the hotel 
lobbies aid upon the sidewalks wherever delegates were to be 
found. There was a good natured*rivalry between Knight £nd 
Melvin for the Mghest vote and the man from Humboldt won 
this distinction by just two votes. 


And unfortunately for General Otis, he was pitted against 


one of the most popular of the Old Guard Eepublican leaders. 
Jake Neff is a name to conjure with in the mining counties. He 
drew awav at least forty or fifty organization votes in the foot- 
Mil .and mining counties, and nothing could have prevented his 
election by a sweeping majority but the company he was in. 


His great age is the only thing that can be said against Tirm-. 


That half a dozen organization delegations stood by him is not 
strange in view of his long and honorable record as a citizen and 
as a public man. 


General e Young was also without representation on the 


ground except an editorial. TMs editorial not having had a foot 
note attached explaining what it meant, had left the reader in 
deepest doubt as to what it was all about. The luncheon leaguers, 
however, put their own construction upon this screed from the 
General's quill. They took some extracts from the gem of 
thought and piecing them together in a literary mosaic pre- 
tended to show that de Youns> was opposed to the indorsement 
of Taft by the convention. 


As nothing to the contrary, or-anything whatever, in fact, 


could be proven by the editorial itself the opposition seemed to 
have a clear field for the distribution of their circulars attacking 
the de Young- Presidential policy. It looked! very much for a 
while, as though the compromise," suggested the day before, that 
the delegates-at-large be divided between the regulars and 
leaguers was about to be carried into effect. At the same time I 
am positive that there was no treachery on the part of the 
Bepublican kaders, although there was a lack of keen interest in 
the success of Otis and do Young. It is difficult to see how this 
could have been otherwise when it is recalled that General Otis 
has been "slam-whanging" the regular organization through his 
Times for years, and this was the first time in the history of that 
doughty warrior that he has wheeled Ms sword and Ms' journal 
into the column of the organization. 


As for de Young, it was urged that a General who eilcoiu*- 


aged a quill-driver to turn out editorials of such peculiar arcM- 
tecture that they might be construed to mean anything or noth- 
ing—according to wMch way 4he reader might feel inclined to 
gues?—and allowed these effusions of Mgh mentality to run loose 
without a tag informing the public of at least the number of 
their license, should be made to taste the fortunes of political 
war. 


But General de Young was fortunate in that he Had a friend 


or two at coprt and notice was filed that they were "on" and 
that if de Young was to ba slaughtered it would be in the face of 
a full understanding of the job that it was proposed to put 
thro agh. If de Young wsts t» be beaten by trick and "subterfuge 


it would be after the managers had been fully informed that sucE 
was the programme and surprise or lack of knowledge could not 
be pleaded after the trick had been played. 


General Otis and Ms editorial continued to standalone in 


the fight—the one in Los Angeles and the other at Sacramento 
and unread.

The Eoosevelt Leaguers held a caucus on the morning of the 


convention and agreed to put but two candidates in the field for 
delegates-at-large. These were former United States Senator 
Bard and "Uncle Jake" Neff. Later word was quietly passed- 
round that two more would be nominated and Colonel Forbes of 
Marysville, and Dr. Chester Eowell of Fresno, were added to the 
leaguers' slate. The Chester Eowell who was so* badly defeated 
for district delegate is a nephew of the physician and State Sena- 
tor, also of Fresno, who was nominated for delegato-at-large at 
the State convention. There has been considerable confusion in 
the public mind, as between these two, many thinkingJJiat the 
Eowell who has been reorganizing the reactionaries was Dr. 
EowelJ, State Senator and candidate for Minister to Japan, 
whereas the party disturber was the nephew of the physician 
and Senator. 


It «*as the purpose of the leaguers to defeat both de Young 


and Otis, and particularly the latter, upon whom they centered 
all the opposition they could muster. They traded everytMng 
that could be suggested, including political futures of State 
Senators and Assemblymen, and local fights throughout the 
State for the scalp of General Otis. 


The reactionaries organized a floor fight and it was only by 


the forceful course pursued by George Knight as presiding offi- 
cer of the convention that more damage did not result than was 
had. Ealph Hathorn went to Knight and informed the latter 
that he was going to bring into play on the floor of the convention 
the fight of the Labor Unions against General Otis. "If you do 
I will throw the gavel at your head," was the prompt reply of 
Knigbt. And Hathorn didn't. 


Knight fully informed the Otis people that an organized 


fight was being made against their candidate. He delayed the 
caHing-or the convention in evening session for one hour in order 
to permit the Otis -people to get in their work. But the southern 
General's editorial seemed to be in a sort of trance, and little if 
anythingwas acomplished in Otis' behalf during the delay.

De Young's friends, however, got Grove L. Johnson to sec- 


ond the nomination of the San Francisco General and to talk 
straight fromr the shoulder. Johnson made a strong speech and 
the presentation of the conditions which his candidate had to 
confront, showed remarkable judgment of the temper of the con- 
vention. In my opinion-Johnson's speech was one of the most 
potent factors in securing the'nomination of de Young. He 
spoke of de Young as a Eepublican who had been a member of 
the National executive committee and had gone as delegate-at- 
largo to two national conventions of his party. He referred to 
the Chronicle as a consistent Eepublican journal and made a 
most effective play by showing that de Young was at least not a 
Democrat, as some of his opponents masquerading in a Eepubli- 
can convention as leaguers were. 
> 


Lee Gates of Los Angeles started the game against the de 


Young editorial, but was promptly called down by Chairman 
Knighi, who declared that he would not permit a delegate while 
nominating one candidate for delegate-at-large, to attack an- 
other already placed in nomination. Gates attempted to pro- 
ceed, but Knight's voice, ably assisted by a bung starter played 
with force and rapidity on an oaken plank, caused the would-be 
disturber from the southern part of the State to retire in a 
demoralized condition. 


The roH call brought the workings of the league scheme to 


defeat and Otis out in full relief. In Humboldt county the 
leaguers had promised Judge Hunter, the new candidate for 
Congress from the First district, their support in consideration 
of Hunter giving "him the votes he controlled in Huinboldt. This 
Hunter did, and by so doing probably destroyed by that single 
act all the chance he ever had of going to Congresi 


It appears that Hunter in being allowed to name some of the 


delegates to the State convention pledged himself to Governor 
Gillett that those delegates would vote with the regular organi- 
zation. It is thought that when Hunter said "good-bye" to bis 
pledge to Gillett he also bada adieu to his chances of going to 
Congress. 


The labor counties, Contra Costa, Solano and others refused 


to vote for Otis, as they have Candidates for the Senate and As- 
sembly wMch they believe <would be defeated if they cast then- 
ballots for the General of Southern California. The concen- 
trating of the effort of the leaguers against Otis was also most 
effective. Colonel Forbes received forty-six votes that would 
have gone to one of the regulars ordinarily, but wMch were 
-drawn from among the Colonel's personal friends. All these 
forty-six votes were taken from Otis. 


The break in the regular column because of Otis'-attitude 


on the labor question was not a surprise to the leaders, for the 
representatives of Contra Costa, Solano and other counties had 
stated in the regular Eepublican caucus that such would be'their 
course in the convention. It appears that while the convention 
was an unuually sensitive one, and from a view point of prac- 
tical politics, an extremely dangerous one, the party leaders did 
not have it well in hand or at aiivjime were they sure of its exact 
position in respect to number of'votes. 


This was shown by the "monkeying" with the Kings county 


delegation. TMs was a solid organization delegation, but as a 
„" joke" its five delegates were voted for Neff instead of for Gen- 
eral Otis/As the latter was defeated by but one vote this "joke" 
prevented his selection by a majority of nine votes. Such is the 
sometimes humor of politics. 


As indicating the sensitiveness jpf the convention, possibly 


forty votes were lost by the arbitrary ruling of General George 
Stone that the names of the delegates whose seats were being con- 
tested might remain on the temporary roll and participate in the 
temporary organization. This ruling was unquestionably cor- 
rect, but General Stone instead of explaining that such was the 
practice of all conventions, both national and others, ruled arbi- 
trarily that the temporary roll must stand. This excited the 
resentment of some of the delegates and caused them to vote 
against the regulars on temporary organization. 


Out of this convention the Lincoln-Roosevelt League gets 


one delegate-at-large, Jacob H. Neff, and his alternate, who is 
Charles S. Wheeler of San Francisco. It also secures two dis- 
trict delegates to the National convention from the Fourth Con- 
gressional district and a minority of the State Central Commit- 
tee. 
The Executive committee, which will have charge of the 


Presidential campaign in California will be appointed by Chair- 
man Knight and presumably will not be antagonist to the regu- 
lar organization. 


The Spreckefe combination, which has gone _ through this 


campaign imagining that its connection with the Lineoln-Boose- 
velt League was not apparent because of its head being buried in 
the sand, displayed another of its tail feathers in the nomination 
of Charles S. Wheeler, the private attorney for Eudolph Spreck- 
els, as alternate to ctelegate-at-large, Jake Neff. As Neff will bo 
unable to go to Chicago Wheeler will go to the National convent- 
ion in his stead. In the securing of the election of Wheeler the 
reactionaries were true to their policies of deception and false 
pretense. 


Wheeler was nominated under the initials of "J. P.," and' 


owing to the lateness of the hour no opportunity was given for an 
inquiry in relation to his identity, and in fact no suspicions were 
aroused in relation to the fraudulent transaction until after tho 
convention had adjourned, when it was found that the initial " J. 
P" had been changed to "0. S." As reformers the leaguers can 
come about as close to being crooks, plain and simple, as any 
organization it has ever been my misfortune to come in contact 
with.

the latter are becoming a nuisance in San Francisco. It is not 
the greedy restaurant proprietor and the avaricious salopnman 
who fix the charges for the'solids and liquids they have for sale. 
The anuch-imposed-on blue jacket has undertaken to arrange a 
schedule of prices himself in many instances since he has been 
our guest. 


Jackie has decided that some of the first-class saloons of the 


city, whose custom it is to charge 15 cents for drinks, may collect 
but 10 or even 5 cents for beverages served the men of thejNavy. 
Any attempt to charge the regular prices is met with threats to 
create a disturbance or wreck the place. 


At a Market-street resort of the higher class the other 


evening, an assemblage of gallant tars fixed the price of drinks 
at 5 cents and also demanded a fresh supply of "free lunch" with 
each round of liquid refreshment. The men behind the bar de- 
muned, but they were informed that there would be trouble if 
they resisted the demand of the marines. 


" The jolly tars swept the lunch counters like a band of locusts 


and paid 5 cents each for 13-cent drinks with a 50-eent lunch 
thrown in. A threat was made by the marines to pull down an 
American flag, with which the resort was decorated, on the decla- 
ration that any saloonman who would attempt'to impose upon a 
sailor in the Navy by charging regular prices for his goods was 
a traitor to his country and would not be permitted to continue 
business under the protecting folds of Old Glory. 


At the height of the "revelry" another group of sailors ar- 


rived. One of them told of having visited a resort where he had 
been overcharged. He produced~from under his blouse a woman's 
hat with long white ostrich plumes, a silk dress and some linge- 
rie. The bold sailor lad became the hero of the group by relating 
that he had stolen the garments as a reprisal for charges made 
him. The hat, at a masculine estimate, was worth about $50, the 
silk dress and lingerie apparently were of expensive quality. 
The assembled Jackies ordered more 15-cent drinks at 5 cents 
and once again swept off the lunch counters in honor of the latest 
arrival and his exploit. 


Many saloonkeepers close early and take every precaution 


to avoid trouble with the visiting marines and sailors. They 
complain, that their regular customers are driven aw ay and there 
is a general longing for the carbing of "poor Jack ashore," al- 
though a local pride and generous patriotism prevents com- 
plaints being loudly made. Tt is apparent that there are'two 
sides to the impositions on the innocent and unsophisticated 
jackies and they will be wished bon voyage by many citizens 
whou thev sail awav.

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The unusual spectacle of the leading financiers of this city 


voting side by side and in perfect harmony with the mechanics 
and laborers, was witnessed at the bond election last Monday. 
The workingmen felt that the issuing of bonds in $18,000,000. the 
money to be expended in the construction of public buildings and 
utilities, would be a good thing for them, as that amount of 
money would be put in circulation for material and labor and 
gradually filter through the marts of trade. 


The'bankers knew that the 5 per cent bonds would be a fat 


thing for them and thev were correspondingly enthusiastic over 
the proposed issue of the securities for the rehabilitating of the 
city, and incidentally for the putting of money into the coffers of 
the financiers. Among the informed in the financial werld the 
latevfc proposed immicipal bond issue has been termed the "bank- 
ers' deal." 


The previous bond issues of San Francisco have been at the 


interest bearing rate of 3J4 per cent. This issue is to bear 5 per_ 
cent interest. Under a recent act of the Legislature these bonds " 
may be accepted by the City Treasurer as security for loans of 
public moneys. A bank having $1,000,000 of these municipal 
bonds may deposit them in the City Treasury, and if it is in the 
pool, will be loaned a corresponding sum in gold coin. Otherwise 
presented the city will pay this bank 5 per cent on this same 
$1.000,000 and give the institution the privilege of using it in 
business. The banker,, who considers the allowing of money to lie 
idle a crime, will immediately place the $1,000,000 with his custo- 
mers at 8 per cent, thereby netting 13 per cent interest on his 
original investment by reason of the kirffl and liberal consider- 


they will command a good premium within a short 
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debt and developing physical and financial resources, as San 
Francisco undoubtedly will, is sure to soar way above par. Soon, 
if not now, the local banker will be able to borrow the face value 
of the bonds in the East at 2 per cent interest, and loan that 
money here at 7 or 8 per cent, thus netting him at least 10 per cent 
on his investment. The bonds are not taxable in this State, but on 
passing beyond its borders become subject to taxation. This tax, 
however, will probably not exceed J4 or 1 per cent, so that the 
margin of interest profit to the investors will still be most attrac- 
tive. 


It is probable that enough of these bonds will be taken in 


California to enable the bankers to acquire for their own use all 
the surplus coin in the public treasuries of San Francisco and 
other counties. 


That the "bankers' deal" will prove extremely satisfactory 


to. the financiers who manipulated it there can be no dotibt. The 
surplus—sometimes exceeding $6,000,000—which is in the San 
Francisco treasury, has been very tantalizing to the financiers 
for many years. There have been treasurers.who sought to gain 
personal profit by illegally loaning it to banks, and one Deputy 
Treasurer committed suicide following a transaction of this 
nature. But now the financiers will be able to toy with the city's 
surplus millions almost at pleasure. 


This will no doubt be very gratifying to the bankers, and it 


i& to be hoped that the bond issue will prove equally advantage- 
ous to the small property-owners and laborers who voted for it, 
believing that it would cause coin to flowr their way in wages for 
labor and because of increased circulation". 


A leading financier said to me that the rate of 31/; per cent 


paid on the first issues of municipal bonds was as ridiculously 
low as the present proposed rate of 5 per cent is absurdly high. 
He predicted that the next bond issue of San Francisco would be 
at a reasonable rate of interest, say 4 or 4/4 per cent. 


A story of President Roosevelt, heretofore untold in public 


prints, was related among a party of leading citizens of Cali- 
fornia the other day. The incident in which the President played 
the leading role occurred m the Yosemite Park during Koose- 
A-elt's visit to that great and glorious Federal reservation, which 
has been set apart for the pleasures and artistic commuliings of 
the people with what is most grand in nature for all time. 


Teddy is fond of newspaper men, as are most public officials, 


when the services of the members of the third estate may be 
turned to their advantage. But there are times when even the 
President of the United States, as well as plain citizens, would 
like to be alone. 


The newspaper men M ho w ent with the Presidential party 


into the Valley were trailing the President closely in order that 
his every move might be reported to an interested public. About 
the second dav in the Yosemite Teddy had a recurrence of that 
desire for solitude and escape from the Argus-eyed journalists. 
In other words, Teddy wished to "shake" the newspaper men. 


The President suggested that'he would like to go over some 


of the trails with his friend John Muir, the veteran guardian of 
the reservation. Now, while Muir is a great mountaineer on 
paper he does not rank very high in that capacitv with the Yo- 
seniite Valley Commissioners and others of the Valley who had 
the trip of the President in charge. They refused point blank to 
permit, the President to take the risk of such an excursion under 
the ;ru idance of the venerable Muir, but the President being most 
desirous of going over the difficult trails—otherwise shaking the 
scribes of journalism—it wras arranged that he do so in company 
\\ ith an expert guide and mountaineer named Leonard. 


A good horse was obtained for the President and he and 


the guide set forth. It was in the! Spring of the vear, the trails 
were particularly hazardous and there were other dangers from 
the huge drifts of snow that to the unexperienced eye presented 
nothing to fear or even to be suspicious of. While passing along 
one of the mountain trails they encountered one of these drifts. 


"You can't go through there," suggested Guide Leonard as 


the President headed his horse for the snow," we will have to 
go around." 


"Oh, yes I can," responded Teddy as he clapped the spurs to 


his faltering steed. 


One second later the President of the United States landed 


head first in the snow drift. The horse knew better than his 


mounted. 


Then Teddy rode around the snow drift. There were no in- 


quisitive newspaper men there to see the President bucked into 
the snow drift. Guide Leonard maintained a discreet silence and 
Teddy made no subsequent reference to his masterly feat of 
horsemanship. It is even said that he omitted making any charge 
of nature/f aking against that bucking bronco. Possibly this was 
the first time in the President's career that he was forced to ride 
round instead of through any obstacle or proposition that con- 
fronted him. But & Yosemite snow drift and a bucking bronco 
are a hard combination to beat by even the most determined char- 
acter.

people of California who, In .their hon-J 
1st hearts really desire freedom from 
joss rule and yearn for a chance to 
jxpress the|r honest opinions in open 
meeting, or at fairly conducted con- 
vention^, would have felt a great feel- 
ing of hope could all of them have at- 
tended the state convention of the In- 
dependence League party held at Po- 
•ito haJl in this city. 


From the beginning of the tumul- 


tuous cheering at chfl close, tt/s con- 
vention Tvas - a refreshing relief from 
the routine conventions to which the 
people have been accustomed and in- 
ured. 
There was nothing In the na- 


ture of a program and had any such 
thing been attempted, the slate would 
have been smashed to flinders before 
it could have been presented. 
Every 


man had a chance to vote and express 
his honest opinion and so tho conven- 
tion was In fact, as well 
as in name, 


a meeting of the people. 
Enthusiastic Delegates. 


There were none ot the old methods 


-nd few of the faces familiar in the 
gatherings of the old political party. 
There were young men and old men in 
that gathering but the old mon were 
quite as enthusiastic as the young and 
joined in the general comment 
that 


here at last was the promise of an 
honest independence and a true 
at- 


tempt at carrying1 out the wish of 
the majority. 


The delegates who gathered In that 


convention were not drawn together 
by the desire for public office. 
They 


were not the congregated job-chasers 
who make up so much of the delega- 
tions to other conventions. They were 
citizens who had come out of their 
homes to give expression to their vary- 
ing opinions, but. all united in one 
purpose—to restore to the people of the 
land tho government out of which they 
have been tricked. 
Representative Gathering. 


And it was a thoroughly representa- 


tive gathering with men of large means 
and men o£ small means; men of wide 
experience and men of small experi- 
ence; men of eloquence and men mere- 
ly schooled in the homely phraseology 
of every day conversation. There were 
few extremists in that gathering and 
the deliberations did not bring out tha 
hair-brained agitator or the hot-headed 
theorist with an idea of reforming the 
world by one cataclysmic revolution. 
So the platform adopted was calm and 
dispasslonato in its wording but ob- 
tained greater force from 
its 
very 


calmness and its honest vigor. 


The neiv convention elected dele- 


gates-at-large to the national conven- 
tion of tho Independence party to be 
held in Chicago and ratified the dele- 
gates selected by the different congres- 
sional districts to represent them In 
that same great gathering of the splen- 
did new party. A complete state cen- 
tral committee was selected and also 
an executive committee. 
Unlike the 


old parties which turn over the 
ap- 


pointment of th=ir executive commit- 
tees to a convention chairman who 
generally has his selections arranged 
for him by a boss, the new party se- 
lected the majority of its executive 
committee from i.!io body of the con- 
ventions and the citizens at large. 
Were Not Programers. 


In this, as in other actions of the 


convention, there was the 
manifest 


intention to keep as far a.way as pos- 
sible from the danger of boss control 
and from the taint of tho program. 
Early in the day when it was desired 
to get through the 
preliminary 
as 


rapidly as possible there was a sug- 
gestion that the usual committees on 
credentials, on order of business and 
on platform should be named by the- 
chair, as is customary In convention 
proceedings, but this was not at a.ll the 
way of the new party and there was an 
instant insistence that all the commit- 
tees should be elected from the body 
of the convention Instead of being ap- 
pointed. 
This sentiment was almost 


•unanimous and so those who at first 
suggested the appointment of the com- 
mittees, laughingly withdrew their sug- 
gestions and submitted to the general 
will. 
As a consequence committees 


wore secured that could by no possi- 
bility be tainted by jobbery and before 
whom every one with a contest or an 
idea was sure of a fair and free hear- 
ing. 
Majority Ruled. 


There was much earnestness in all 


the debates,' but no wrangling, and the 
spirit of those wnose ideas were not 
accepted as best for the party was 
to submit to the rule of the majority, 
after they had had an opportunity to 
fully explain their views. 


It was thought that the committee 


on platform and resolutions would find 
an hour and -a half ample time in 
which to take the New York platform 
of the Independence party as a basis 
and fit It to the needs of this Califor- 
nia convention. 
But the men of this 


convention were men of Independent 
ideas and they 
were, anything 
but 


ready to accept a cut and dried plat- 
form that was good enough for an- 
other state. So they debated and de- 
bated and debated in that committee 
on platform from 11:45 a. m. to 3:45 
p. m. and then carried, their debate to 
the floor of the convention, and had 
their say in full. 
But through all the 


talk there was no note of crimination 
or expression of any view by one del- 
egate that his fellow delegates was 
not as honest in his purposes as all 
the others. 
Conservative Action. 


A dominating desire seemed to be 


to get away as far as possible from 
an expression of opinion that would 
be criticised as wildly revolutionary. 
There was no desire to make all men 
angels in a day or to make of the 
government of the land 
an Utopia 


overnight. But there was a very vig- 
orous expression of what the league 
hopes for in the future and what it 
expects to accomplish by persistent 
efforts' and intelligent endeavor. 
More than this there was a wonder-

Oriental Idealist. 


Not all of the thinkers of this country agree with the alarmists 


that the marvelous awakening of China and Japan and the particu- 
larly rapid civilized progress in the latter country is to be construed 
as a war menace' to the United States. Without going into the 
merits of this particular controversy, accepting the belief that some 
people believe it to be Gospel truth, and that others are not bothered 
at all by it, there is, however, a pertinent lesson for the American 
public in the present trend of the American education of the Orient 


It is safe to assume that not nine-tenths of our busy people 


nalize to what an extent Chinese, and Japanese, too, avail them- 
sslves of tbe educational privileges of the United States. There are 
some who believe that these Oriental students are absorbing the 
political and social ideals of the American college professor, and 
tiey safely argue that ultimately these ideals will be accepted and 
control the Orient. To such dreamsrs there will be a shock in their 
awakening. 


The a^ erage Oriental is an idealist, but not of the stripe that 


high education and free thought in this country have developed 
among pur tutors. 
The average Oriental worships his ideal, and 


retains it through his existence., for the reason that it is a part of their 
natural life and the greatest element in their religious reverence.

Contractors Called to Time. 


In street building he has on several

This 
was In cases wTiere storm water had 
filled tbe joints before they were grout- 
ed. 
Every 
contractor In th'e 
city 


knows that the joints In broken rock 
gutters must be left open to receive 
the grouting, and that 
the1 grouting 


must have its proper proportions of 
cement and gravel and be thoroughly 
on the surface. 


Ordered Curbing Relaid. 


The writer was qn 
one 
occasion 


called £o a }ob which was already quite 
well on* the way. "He found about,2500 
lineal feet of ..wooden1 
I lest >o 


set, and, to give the taxpayers tho kind 
of street they were paying for, he had 
to call on the contractors to take out 
1300 lineal feet of curbing already set 
for the reason that the lumber was 
unsound. 


On another occasion a large tract 


was being platted and new streets, 
sewers and sidewalks built thereon. 
The contractor proceeded without an 
Inspfctlon until about half a mile of 
concrete gutter "vas laid. 


At this time the writer was asked by 


the superintendent of streets to look 
after the work. 
On examination he 


found that the gutters already laid had 
been constructed of very inferior, dirty 
material and not half enough cement 
used In their construction. 


Gutter Reconstructed. 


The onlr thing he could do under 


the circumstances -was to require the 
contractor to take up the half mile of 
gutter and reconstruct it of approved 
material and the required proportion of 
good cement. 


On another- Job the contractor had 


covered about four hundred lineal feet 
with very Inferior macadum. It may 
be imagined that he kicked tremen- 
dously when Informed that all this 
rock had to be removed from the street 
and good material substituted for it. 


Many-of our street contractors, when 


they sign up a contract do so with the 
intention of carrying out the speclflca- 
tton» to the letter BO far as they, are 


concerned; an inspector is hardly need- 
ed. 


A Wrong Idea. 


It would be an excellent plan for tha 


Crltio In the merchants' exchange and 
elsewhere to disabuse their minds of 
the Idea that our street contractors 
are a lot of thieves and that the Board 
of Public Works, the Street Depart- 
ment and the inspectors are In collu- 
sion with them. 


Some of the contractors have had to 


keep retouching their work for months 
before It proved satisfactory to tho 
Superintendent of Streets, and as far 
as collusion Is concerned the writer 
does not believe a single Inspector has 
ever been "flxed" by any contractor. 


A Dishonest Inspector. 


One Inspector did propose a 
few 


years ago to sell out to the contractor, 
but that gentleman In a manly way 
stated that a more honorable man be 
substituted for the crooked fellow. Of 
course his request was compiled with 
and the dishonest Inspector was flrod 
from what proved to be his last job 
in that line.

charitable Institutions. 
Some of them 


even attain municipal eminence, and have 
been mayors and town councillors of the 
boroughs IT which they'dwell. 
There 


may be, arid no doubt there are, some 
•wrong 'uns* among them, but that Is only 
what is to be said of every other profes- 
sion. 
There Is no flock without some 


black sheep, and I should say that there 
are as few in the fraternity Qf bookmakers 
as elsewhe: e.

A Big Feature 


MEXICO CITY, May 16.—Immediate- 


ly following the announcement of the 
conditions governing the eligibles for the 
added 1910 Mexican Derby, with its $15,- 
000 added by the Mexican government, 
in which announcement It was stated 
that owing to the scarcity 
of 
regis- 


trations of 1907 foals by Mexican breed- 
ers foreign bred foals of 1907 could be 
entered, the Jockey club today Issued the 
following official bulletin; 
"The colt or 


filly which leaves the country 
in 
the 


period from the date of entering the 
Derby (Dec. 1, 1908) until the day of the 
race shall be, by this fact, disqualified." 


In short, while it Is the Intention of 


the government and the Jockey club 
to permit foals from abroad becpminB 
eligible, at the same time they demand 
that these entries shall be In the coun- 
try at the time of their entrance and 
shall remain continuously in Mexico up 
to the race. 


This 'provision will 
prevent 
owners 


bringing foals into Mexico, entering them 
in the Derby, and then returning them 
to the United States to be campaigned 
as two-year-olds and later as three- 
year-olds in the spring and summer of 
1910.

•ment of Columbia embraces Oregon, 
' Washington and Idaho. 
The few ex- 


•'ceptions are tha* where supplies are 
• reeded for certain army posts in Wash- 
ington the dealers In the towns near 
the posts are given an opportunity to 
:bid on the supplies. 
Trade Worth $180,000. 
. This Immense amount of busin. 
'fcas long bfen - enjoyed 
by Portland 
dealers, and is f-'-is-Tvatively estimated 
at J180.000. -UthouK" 't frequently runs 
far in exce.« of that sum. 
All this 
business Is to be taken from Portland 
without a protest being made by the 
commercial organizations o rthe dele- 
gation, because the new quartermas- 
ter general has elected San Francisco 
us the 
place 
where 
the patronage 
should go, and without pausing long 
finough to investigate the superior ad- 
vantages Portland affords in providing 
the army supplies at a less rate than 
any other city in the Northwest or on 
Jhe Pacific Coast. 
On and after July 1, when the new 


fiscal year starts, all hardware, plumb- 
Ing supplier, stoves, ranges, wagons 
harness, glaas, kitchen supplies, elec- 
trical equipments, furniture, and, in 
short, all the supplies for the Depart- 
ment of Columbia must b» purchased 
In San Francisco, the dealers of Port- 
land being completely shut out and 
given no opportunity even to compete. 
About all that Portland will manage to 
save from its annual trade of $200,000 
will be a beggarly little list of sundries 
which will .scarcely amount to $1000 a 
year. 
The flne Italian hand of United States 
Senator Perkins • of California, 
who 
"knocked" the Columbia river, the port 
of Portland, and aa partly responsible 
Tor the refusal to have warships sent 
to Portland, is supposed to be back of 
the policy which the new quartermas- 
ter general, James B. Ailesshlre, has 
fcdopted. Ailesshlre has been in his 
present position scarcely six months, 
and one of his first steps is to rob 
Portland of its dealings with the De- 
partment of Columbia. Allesshire was 
recently "Jumped" over a long list of 
higher officers to hi* present position. 
To Be Bought in San Francisco. 


Already the plot to take business 


from Portland has been inaugurated. 
The supplies for the posts in Alaska, 
for 1909, are to be bought in San Fran- 
oisco. if they have not already been 
purchased. About $10,000 worth of ma- 
chinery, suoh as has heretofore been 
purchased in Portland, has been ob- 
tained in San Francieco, and not a dol- 
iuar of the supplies of Alaska posts for 
the ensuing year will be bought in this 
city, the only place. In the past, whero 
Alaska has obtained its outfit. In Port- 
:.and Is found the market for the par- 
ticular type of machinery most In use 
in Alaska, yet Portland has been Ig- 
nored in the buying of the new sup- 
' 
plies, and they have been accumulated 
in the Bay City. 
The trade Portland has enjoyed with 
the army has been enormous, yet the 
general public has been unaware of this 
fact. In addition to the purchasing of 
supplies, Portland has also had the 
business of providing repairs, fixtures 
tad odd pieces where there was a 
breakdown. Now all repair parts will 
'be purchased outside this market, if 
possible, and if not, then new supplies 
will be furnished; and these will come 
trom San Francisco. 
California Will Benefit. 


Although Portland enjoyed the hard- 


ware trade, there were other supplies 
which Portland had little chance to 
compete for. It is a notorious fact that 
insofar as providing grain and hay for 
the Philippines, Oregon has been left in 
the lurch. Portland is the largest ship- 
ping port on the Pacific coast for grain. 
Annually the United 
States govern- 
ment ha* advertised for many thou- 
•andis of tons of hay and oats for the 
Hands .and the award has always gone 
Co Seattle bidders, except one four years 
ago. when the Northern Pacific Rail 
road cut its rate quoted to the Pacific 
Coast bidders and an award was made 


•v to a St. Paul dealer, who bid with the 
cut rate quoted to him only. 
Pacific 
Coast bidders did not learn of this until 
four months 
after 
the 
award was 
made. 


Box snooks have been bought by cir- 
cular proposals for two or three years, 
these circulars being distributed in San 
Francisco and Seattle. Not until thirty 
days ago d'd Portland dealers have an 
opportunity to bid. 
Portland Is Aroused. 


The only way in which Portland can 
gave the hardware supply trade for the 
Department of Columbia and Alaska is 
to immediately cause an agitation In 
Washington. While1 It may be impos- 
sible to sa^'e the supplies ordered for 
the next quarter it may be possible to 
show Quanemaster General Allesshire 
the error of his ways. At present Sen- 
ator Perkins of'California appears to

ANCIENT PARCHMENT 
THROWS 


LIGHT ON SAVIOR'S 
PORTRAIT 


PARIS, May 1G.—Abbe Gaffre, a dis- 


tinguished Egyptologist, and writer on 
ecclesiastical subjects, has discovered 
in Upper Egypt an ancient parchment 
which has art important bearing on a 
much-discussed 
incident 
in 
early 


church history. 
According to Eusebius, Bishop of 


Caesarea, who died in 315, Christ sent 
a portrait of himself to Abgar, King of 
Edessa, in Mesopotamia. Abgar, learn- 
; ipi? of the Savior's miraculous powers. 
I sent'him a letter begging ,' 'm to cure 


him of the leprosy with v ii'ch he was 
afflicted. 
Ho professed faith in Jesus, 


whom he hailed as Son of God. Jesus 
sent a reply by the disciple Thaddeus 
felicitating the King on. his ardent 
faith in one whom he had never seen, 
and promising the soverign temporal 
and spiritual happiness. 


After the crucifixion Thaddeus Jour- 


neyed to Udessa. where' ho baptised tho 
King and presented him with a letter 
and portrait of Christ, the latter being; 
supposed to be the only one In exist- 
ence. In the tenth century the original 
was sent to Constantinople, and in the 
fourteenth century to Genoa, where It 
is said to rest, jealously guarded, In 
the Church of St. Bartholomew.

also exists in 


Italy. .

(GRAFT PROSECUTION IS DENOUNCED 


AS A CRUSADE OF GREED

Henry I Huntington Says Patrick Calhoun Is 


a Brave, Honorable Man, Unjustly 


Assailed for Ulterior Reasons. 


LOS 
ANGELES, May 16.—H. E. 


Huntington, who has lately returned 
from a visit to San ETarfcUco, «tated 
to a reporter that the city la making 
wonderful strides In rebuilding. He 
also expressed surprise at the tre- 
mendous growth of: Oakland. Berke- 
ley and other cities and town* of the 
bay region. He said, however, that 
the methods of the graft prosecution 
had gn atly retarded the complete re- 
habilitation of San Francisco. 
Reform Needed. 


"The-e is nov doubt that reform was 


much needed in San Francisco," con- 
tinued Mr. Huntington, "and no doubt 
there was plenty of opportunity for 
)graft prosecution. The prosecutors do 
not seem to have made «ny very de- 
termlnad effort to catch th« essential 
grafters, however. 


"The 
attempt to heap the blame for 


the existing condition* upon the head 
of Patrick Calhoun was contemptible 
and ungrateful, and I cannot believe 
that *v» best citizens approve of it. 
Ban Francisco owes a big debt of grat- 
itude to Calhoun. If there were more 
men ot his caliber in the city, the 
population would be double what it 
now is 


"Calhoun has made a brave fight 


against the vile charges brought 
against him, and he certainly has the 
support of the best element among 
San Francisco's populace. There 13 a 
general feeling that the prosecutions 
should be stopped, and If the people 
had the courage of their convictions, 
they -would stop them. 
Greed Behind Charges. 


"The 
spirit which prompted the 


filing of those base charges against 
Patrick Calhoun must now be patent 
to everybody. The hope of personal 
gain was, If my Information Is cor- 
rect, largely, if not wholly, responsi- 
ble, and that fact is becoming pretty 
generally recognized, I should Judge, 
from conversations I have heard. 


"Who 
the real Instigator li is now 


so well known that it would be use- 
less for me to repeat his name. I 
consid. r that the man who uses the 
pretext of political reform as a cloak 
for luls selfish ambitions is a close sec- 
ond to the man who makes piety a 
cloak for hyporlsy. That reform has 
been used for such a purpose all 
through vnese 
prosecutions is now 


pretty well understood. 
"No man wants to see pure gov- 


ernment in a city more than I do. 
But there is a vast difference between 
honest endeavor toward that end and 


cheap demagoguery. It seems to me 
that civic purity Is about the last 
thing that some of the people behind 
the San Francisco graft prosecutions 
hare thought about. 
Idiotic Effect. 


I 
"This effort"at trying to make Pat- 
rick Calhoun oat as the arch-enemy 
of San Francisco is idiotic, to say the 
•least. In every crisis he has shown 
his Interest in the city's welfare. The 
prompt and 
energetic manner in 


which he cleared the streets of the 
city after the disaster was a great 
factor In restoring public confidence. 
While other people were wondering 
what to do nest, he was taking steps 
to repair the enormous damage done 
to the car lines. 


"It Is to »uch men that people in- 


voluntarily' turn in emergencies. They 
are the me.n needed to build up our 
modern American cities, and I believe 
that the substantial, thinking people 
of San Francisco are well aware of 
the fact.
